MINUTES FROM PREVIOUS MEETING: with no corrections or changes to 
the minutes, a motion was made by Al (N9MAF) and seconded by Cliff (K@CA) to 
accept the minutes. The motion carried. 
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TREASURER REPORT: Kenny (KEOKCQ) was unable to attend the meeting, but 
provided the following for the Treasurer’s report:

A motion to Accept the finance report was made by Larry (WB2UFO)and seconded by 
Al (N9IMAF). The motion carried. 


REPEATERS: 


Al (N9MAF) reported that the repeaters are working ok. He is still looking 
to change the hang time on the 880 machine and shorten the interval. He 
needs someone who understands DOS programs. He has a XP laptop and 
the cable and software for the repeater from A&W, but needs to figure 
out how to make the two talk to the repeater to program it. He said that 
he will attempt to make things work in the near future and hopefully get 
the repeater to change the time interval. 


OLD BUSINESS: 


FIELD DAY: Cliff (K@CA) said that he has talked to Jim (N9JF) at length about Field 
Day. Like us, the Quincy club does not have a home, and Jim said he will probably be 
operating from his home, as well as other club members. The rules have changed this 
year, in that Class “D” (home) stations can contact all other classes of stations, 
including other Class ”D” stations. Cliff advised everyone to contact him before 
submitting your scores, so he can let you know the correct listing for the club, so we 
can get credit for the scores. 


Al (N9MAF) asked what was needed for a report. You need your call sign, class and 
section (i.e. KD@HHN, 1D, MO). Was a signal report needed as well, it is not needed. 
A question was asked about what logging program was needed, as long as you are 
submitting your report, use what ever logging program you like. Larry (WB2UFO) 
asked about people getting together and operating. It would depend on how the 
people involved felt about being in close quarters while operating. Don (KD®@HHN) 
reported that several clubs did that last year, but had operators spaced out in their 
area, no visitor’s tables etc. 


Operating time is 1pm Saturday until 1pm Sunday. However, if stations began 
setting up at 1pm Sat, then they could run until 4pm Sunday. ARRL website has 
complete breakdown of all Field Day rules. Discussion then ensued about different 
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logging programs. Larry (WB2UFO) mentioned the N3FJP program. He has a simple 
logging program which can be downloaded for a cost of $25.00 up to a full contest 
logging program for every contest done for $60.00. There is also the NIMM program, 
which the club has used. The problem with this program is it can be problematic 
getting it set up, but it is a good program. All of the logging programs will submit the 
same type of report for contests. Also Cliff mentioned that N3FJP also has a Field Day 
contest log for $8.99 


All operators will still have to submit their own scores to the ARRL, but make 
sure they have the proper listing for the club, so we will get the proper credit. This 
way all the stations you contacted will get their credit as well Any one with problems 
submitting scores, contact Cliff. Additional question of using 2 meters, it has to be 
simplex, cannot use repeaters. Also brought up about decreases in operators, could 
be due to COVID, hopefully with easing of restriction it could bring operators back to 
Field Day. 


DX Engineering: Last month Don reported that he received an email from DX 
Engineering about Zoom classed they were putting on. He expressed an interest in 
this for the club and received an email about some of the topics they do, including 
contesting university, antenna building. Question was do we have wifi at the meeting 
location, unfortunately we do not. With not having wifi it was suggested to see if they 
have links for the presentations so members can view it at their pleasure. was also 
suggested to see if they could send a file that could be copied onto a zip drive and 
presented at a meeting. Don will contact DX to see if this is possible. 


NEW BUSINESS: 


Secretary: Don reported that we will need to look for a new Secretary.
